THE OLD THREAT OF EUROPEAN 
REPRISALS 






benefits of our Government. 









National Republican: Our _presi- 
dential electors have not yet assem- 
bled, and still we hear the old threat 
that European nations will resent 
raising of the tariff to a protective 
basis. How strange it would be if 
we did not hear that well-worn phrase. 

When the free traders of this 
country did not know how much 
harm the low tariff would do them 
they pledged us a wonderful anti- 
dumping system. Under this far- 
reaching law they would force the 
Briton and the Bulgartan, the Hun- 
garian and the Hindoo, the manufac- 
turers in Paris and Polynesia, to in- 
form us what their goods cost, and 
anything unfairly cheap would be ex! 
cluded. Now their tune has changed. 
Instead of telling us that Europe 
must show her costs of production 
to our authorities the complaint is 
that Europe will resent our action 
in protecting out own workshops. It 
is undeniable that Great Britain long 
protected her industries, that France 
and Germany have done the same, 
that every other nation in the whole 
world guards its workshops when it 
sees fit to do so, but we are not to 
be allowed to do so. No details are 
given. It is simply charged that 
foreign powers will resent a_ tariff 
made for ourselves and not for them. 

Foreign influence has had a share 
in making several low tariffs, but 
When have foreign nations taken 
vengeance on us for adopting pro- 
tection? The tariffs of 1824, 1828 
and 1842 did not involve us in Buro- 
pean ‘war, Our Civil War tariff was 
unpopular in great Britain, but how 
could we have got along without it? 
McKinley’s tariff did not bring any 
calamity upon us, though its succes- 
sor did. The Dingley bill came, we 
had a contest with Spain the next 
year, it is true, yet no one alleged 
that protection caused it.,Under the 
Payne schedules the couttry went 
ahead, and \it will do so ae the 
next tariff the Republicans place up- 
on the statute books. The resent- 
ment of the European will not pre- 
vent him from selling us what he 
can and buying from us what he 
needs. 

A hundred years of threatening 
have gone by. From 1830 to 1860 
the cry was that if we protected our 
industry the South would break up 
the Union. From 1860 to our own 
day there have. been solemn warn- 
ings that whatever we do to shield 
our industries will be resented by 
those who want to control our market. 

The free trader does not always 
bluster. He frequently seeks to be 
plausible and even demonstrative, as 
when he says that if this nation 
does not buy of other nations they 
will not buy of us. This will do for 
a kindergarten, but {t ts riddled to 
pieces in a boy’s debating club, 

When do nations buy and sell? Not 
often. It is true that France, Spain, 
Mexico, Russia, Colombia and Den- 
mark have sold us real estate; but 
the overwhelming majority of com- 
mercial transactions are between in- 
dividuals, not between governments, 
The desire of individuals to purchase 
comforts or luxuries is so great that 
no war ever annihilated a long es- 
tablished trade. British cloth found 
its way to French buyers and French 
brandy was smuggled into Mngland 
even in the days of the Long Na- 
poleonic struggle. Germans bought 
British goods during the late con- 
test. Before the war was officially 
ac an end commercial travelers from 
London and Leipzie were ready for 
new business. What evidence is 
gj there to show that the future will 
be radically different from the past? 
Should our tariff rates be doubled,

A return of the number of inquests 
held by the coroner of ‘Bombay during 
1919 gives us some very interesting 
particulars, Among the “suicide” we 
find that six cut their throats, 28 
drowned themselves, four hanged 
themselves, 15 jumped out of windows, 
20 took opium, arsenite or some other 
poison, four shot themselves and 
eight burned themselves. Drowning, 
therefore, took pride of place last 
year, whereas self-poisoning was the 
favorite method of quitting life in 
1918, there being 21 cases reported 
Other suicidal practices mentioned in 
the report are stabbing and the act of 
Knocking one’s head against a wall.

The output of gold, silver, copper, 
lead, and zine in California in 1920, 
according to preliminary 
compiled by Charles G. Yale, of the 


States Geological Survey, Department 
of the Interior, was as follows: Gold, 
$13,933,600; silver, 1,538,660 fine ozs.; 
copper( 12,934,900 pounds; lead, 5,- 
71,600 pounds; zinc, 1, 572,500 Ibs. 
Corresponding ‘figures showing the ac- 
tual production for the year 1919 
were: Gold, $16,695,955; silver, 1,107,- 
189 fine ounces; copper, 21,732,507 
pounds; lead, 3,568,267 pounds; zinc,

though other high costs have contri- 
buted to reduce production. Pros 


pecting has been almost stopped in 
the old mining regions ,and very few 
large mining enterprises have 
started. In fact, it is very difficult or 
almost impossible to obtain capital 
for gold mining, as few miners are 
making a profit. Some large produc 
ers are unwilling to push production 
and pay the conse- 
quent war income tax, so they are 
only keeping the mines running. The 
force of men engaged in all kinds of 
mining work has been cut down. The 
cost of producing-gold has been etead- 
ily rising for several years, until it 
nearly prohibits all profit.

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ANCIENT RACES PLAYED BALL 


Tossing the Sphere Is Supposed to 
Have Had Deep Symbolic Mean- 
ing Centaries Ago. 





Although if is a proven fact that | 


the game now designated baseball is 
of modern and purely American origin, 
the use of a ball in ceremonies and 
games goes back many centuries. 


Four thousand years ago, in the 
twelfth Egyptian dynasty, a Coptic 
artist sculptured on the temple Bent 
Hassan, human figures, throwing and 
catching balls. A leather-covered ball 
ased In games played on the Nile over 
40 centuries ago, has a place among 
the many archeological specimens in 
the British museum. It has a sewed 
cover and is in a remerkable state of 
preservation, 

The game of ball was prized by the 
Greeks as giving grace and elasticity 
to the human figure, and they erected 
a statue to one Aristonicus for his 
proficiency in it. Ancient medical 
practitioners were wont to prescribe 
a course of ball playing, where the 
modern doctor would order a diet of 
pills. 

It 1s supposed that ball tossing had 
a deep symbolic meaning when played 
in the spring of the year; and that 
the tossing of the ball was intended 
first to typify the upspringing of the 
Nfe of nature after the gloom of win- 
ter. And, whether this was the case 
among the people of antiquity or not, 
it is a remarkable fact that the ec- 
clesiastics of the early clurch adopted 
this symbol and gave it a very special 
significance by meeting on Easter day 
and throwing a ball from hand to 
hand, to typify the Resurrection. 


“TOTEM POLES” TELL STORY 


Are Historical Records, and Not, as 
Many Supposed, idols to Be 
Worshiped. 





An art In seulpture not resembling 
any, other art in the world, unless pos- 
sibly that of ancient Mexico, is found 
highly developed among the aboriginal 
natives of the northwest coast. 


Their material is always wood, and 
is furnished by huge trees from the 
forest, which are carved into the 
most fantastic shapes. In this style 
are scuiptured the socalled “totem 
poles,” which, often of great size and 
height, astonish the observer by the 
intricacy of their workmanship and 
the weird imaginativeness of their 
complex designs, 

Early missionaries in that part of 
the world mistook the totem poles for 
idols. As a matter of fact, they pos- 
sess no such significance, being merely 
heraldic columns, Each tribal clan 
has its own traditions and myths, 
which takes the place of history, and 
these are symbolized by the extraor- 
dinary birds and other animals, some- 
times human faces or figures, carved 
on the totem poles, 

Thus the Bear clan will have its 
heraldic column topped by the sculp- 
tured figure of a bear. The raven 
shows up conspicuously as the totem, 
or crest, of the’ Raven clan; the whale 
for the Whale clan, and so on, 

To the unversed a totem pole would 
have no signifieance beyond its queer- 
ness, but it Is in reality a whole story 
carved in wood. 





NAPOLEON’S ONE BIG QUALITY 


Great Frenchman's Fascination Lay in 
His Directness, That’s All, 
Says H. G. Wells. 





The world has largely recovered 
from the mischief that Napoleon did; 
perhaps that amount of mischief had 
to be done by some agengy; perhaps 
his career, or some such career, was 
a necessary consequence of the world's 
mental unpreparedness for the crisis 
of the revolution, But that his pe- 
culiar personality should dominate the 
imaginations of great numbers of peo- 
ple, throws a light upon factors of en- 
during significance in) our) human 
problem. 

Marat was a far more noble, per- 
sistent, subtle and pathetic figure; 
Talleyrand a greater statesman and a 
much more amusing personality; 
Moreau and Hoch abler leaders of 
armies; his rival, Czar Alexander, as 
egotistical, more successful, more emo- 
tional, and with a finer imagination. 
Are men dazzled simply by the scale 
of his flounderings, by the mere vast- 
ness of his notoriety? 

No doubt scale has something to do 
with the matter; he was a “record,” 
the record plunger; but there is 
something more in it than that. There 
is an appeal in Napoleon to something 
deeper and more fundamental in hu- 
mun nature than mere astonishment at 
bigness. His very deficiencies bring 
out starkly certain qualities that lurk 
suppressed and hidden in us all. He 
was unhampered. He had never a 
gleam of religion, or affection, or the 
sense of duty. 

Directness was his distinctive and 
immortalizing quality. He had no 
brains to waste in secondary consider- 
ations, .He flung his armies across 
Europe straight at their mark, there 
never were such marches before; he 
fought to win; when he struck, he 
struck with all his might. And what 
he wanted, he wanted simply and com- 
pletely and got—if he could. 

There Hes his fascination—From 
“The Outline of History,” by H. G. 
Wells.

A Bible belonging to’ Elizabeth Had- 
don, a Quakeress, printed “in 1566, has 
heen discovered in the East. The Had- 
don Bible is sixteen years older than 
the Reims Testament sometimes 
spoken of as “the oldest Bible.” The 
Haddon Bible is an authentic “Great” 
Bible. It is also a “Treacle” Bible. 
Coverdale, the translator, rendering 
“The Prophecye of Jeremye,” gave 
the reading “I am hevy and abafhed; 
{s there no triacle at Gylyad.” This 
in the King James modern version 
reads “balm in Gilead.”
